Hello, 


I picked up in the middle of a thread regarding using typical 
ham radio equipment as QRP gear. My interest is specifically 
in the FT-890. I received a couple replies and did some tests 
of my own which I will share, however, I am interested in more 
experiences with this rig. 


First, my manual says that the RF PWR control will reduce the 
power level to less than 10w. I measure about 2 watts on all 
bands (roughly). I was told that the RF PWR meter is not at 
all accurate (on the FT-890) at low power, but found that the 
readings tracked quite well, but not perfectly. 


My test setup consisted of an Astron power supply set to 13.5 
volts, the FT-890, and a MFJ-949E using built-in dummy load 
and the 30w scale. I have another dummy load, but no usable 
slug for my bird wattmeter. I cannot comment on the accuracy 
of the meter in the MFJ-949E. 


I cannot get an accurate current measurement from the meter on 
my Astron, but it looks like about 1.0a on Rx and another 4.0a 
on top for Tx at 5w level (like FD). It is impossible for me 


to tell. Anyone else measure this? I show about 17.0a for an 
output of 100w or so (full power). 


It would, of course, be more difficult to determine true forward 

power with real antennas, etc. What are your experiences? I'll 

try to enhance my test bed here to refine these figures. My goal 
in case you are wondering, is to possibly enter FD in the Battery 
class next year as well as possibly enter other contests QRP. 


I think I told someone that I thought the radio would only go down 
to 10w. I was wrong and was thinking of another radio, I guess. 


Please send me any interesting experiences.

Back in March, someone on the list FAXed me three pages of mods for my NN1G 
xcvr. This is the NN1G xcvr that appeared in the Jan. '93, QRP Quarterly- the 
rig with the 4-pole xtal filter in the IF. 

Last night, (I know, I'm slow) I finished modifying the MC1350 on the revr 
board. This mod feeds B+ to the center tap of T4's primary as described on 
the MC1350 data sheet. 

Note, the original NN1G had no center tapped T4. (My kit came from Dan's 
Small Parts and the boards are dated 11/93) 

Now the NN1G rcevr sounds like my TS-430 (that's good, really, that's good) - 
plenty of audio and no noticeable distortion. 

I'd recommend these mods to anyone with an NN1G. 

And there's the problem. 

I've lost the name of the person who FAXED me these type-written pages. 
I've FAXed the mods to a few local hams but I wonder where the mods 
originated. Are the mods on the net at an ftp site? 

AND, does anyone know where I can buy another NN1G kit like I just 
described?

Your in the right place! There are bunches of kits that are out there and 
bunches of places to get information on how to homebrew a rig. If you are 
just getting your feet wet in QRP and are itching to build a rig and get on 
the air, then one of the best ones to start with are either the kits from 
Dave Benson, NN1G, or from Oak Hills Research. Depends on how much money that 
you want to spend and how difficult you want the first kit to be. I have 
built several and the Small Wonder Labs Kits are almost foolproof. You can 
get all the parts in kit form and Dave supports technical questions via the 
I-net, so help is easy to find. The Oak Hills kits are very good and complete 
kits. They cost a little moer, but they also put out a little more power than 
the NN1G rigs. You might want to get something with a little more punch to 
start with so that you are assured of making a few more contacts to start 
with. . 


Hope this helps and if you are interested in any of the scoop on these kits, 
let me know and I will provide more info. I have been kit building for about 
4 years and most of my operating is at QRP levels on homebuilt gear.
